THERE IS A DIFFERENCE! 


In its frantic opposition to the expansion plans of Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative as approved by the Rural 
Electrification Administration (REA) recently, this 
state’s commercial power company is pr esenting myths 
about the program which it hopes to disguise as reali- 
eek Let’s lift the masquerade and look at some basic 

acts, 


(1) ELECTRIC COOPERATIVES BROUGHT ELEC- 
TRICITY TO RURAL ALABAMA, By the time the REA 


program was established in 1936, the commercial power 
company now fighting Alabama Electric so bitterly had 
electrified a ‘whopping’ four per cent of Alabama 
farms. REA and the electric co-ops came to the reseue 
of the farmer, after his pleas for electricity had been 
spurned by this company. 


(2) THERE IS A NEED FOR ADDITIONAL POW- 


ER. The requirements of the six rural electrie 


CO-ODS 


and six municipal power systems which Alabama Hlec- 
tric now serves at wholesale, have more than doubled 
in the last 10 years. This growth will continue at an 
even faster rate in the future. Alabama needs more e- 
lectricity to help it grow and develop to the maximum 
of its potential. 


(3) ELECTRIC CO-OPS NEED A FRIUNDLY, SH- 
CURE, AND LOW-COST SOURCE OF POWER. Over 


the past few years, electric co-ops, who proved that e- 
lectricity was for farm people, too, have had the unhap- 
py experience of seeing hundreds of miles of their lines 
duplicated by commercial power company lines. This 
places the co-ops in jeopardy, and especially so if they 
must depend upon an avowed enemy for their whole- 
sale power supply. If electric co-ops are forced out of 
business, there would likely be a return to strict, pro- 
fit-making criteria to determine whether electricity 
could be provided in remote rural areas. Would this be 
good for our state? Ask the 96 per cent of farm people 


who couldn’t “qualify” a few years ago. 


(4) THE DANGER TO THE ELECTRIC CO-OPS IS 
VERY REAL, In‘approving Alabama Electric’s $20 mil- 


lion loan, the Administrator of the REA said: 

“Reliance for wholesale power supply on a u- 
tility (Alabama Power Company) that at the same 
time seeks to serve at retail the territory of its 
wholesale customers, places the interests of the co- 
operative systems in jeopardy. When this situation 
exists against the background of persistent and de- 
monstrated hostility, this jeopardy clearly becomes 
too great to tolerate, The future sec urity of the ru- 
ral electric systems requires a source of power de- 
dicated to their interests.” 


(5) ALABAMA ELECTRIC HAS BROUGHT A SAV- 


ING OF $6!. MILLION TO ELECTRIC CO-OPS IN 
WHOLESALE POWER COSTS. Wholesale power costs 


to electric co-ops have been greatly reduced since Ala- 
bama Biectric vas crganized. Had the co-ops been fore- 
ed to continue paying the same rates they were paying 
before Alabama Electric came into being, the great per- 
centage of Alabama farms wwald still be dark. This in- 
dicates clearly the wisdom of the Congress in making 
provision for the organization of generation and trans- 
mission cooperates (such at Alabama Hlectric Coopera- 
tive) when conditions like this exist. 


(6) REA LOAN FUNDS ARE REPAID, WITH IN- 
TEREST. Of the $93 million already advanced by REA 


to assist with the electrification of rural Alabama, more 
than $22 million has been repaid on principal, together 
with $12.6 million in interest. In addition, over $4.6 mil- 
lion has been repaid ahead of the date due, 


(7) ELECTRIC CO-OPS COMMITTED TO ‘ARFA 
COVERAGE’. Until a few years ago, electric co-ops paid 


varying rates of interest on REA loans, both above and 
below the present 2% rate, Commercial power compan- 
ies had proved they were not going to serve in remote 
rural areas. The Congress, in effect, then said to the e- 
lectric co-ops: “If you will provide electric service to 
everyone desiring it, even those in the remotest rural 
areas, we'll make available to you loan funds at 29 in- 
terest for this purpose.” The co-ops agreed. They have 
kept their end of the bargain, as the more than 38,000 
miles of co-op power lines in rural Alabama will attest. 
And, as our consumers increase their use of electricity, 
there is a constant need for heavier lines and bigger 
transformers—and more wholesale power—to mest 
growing needs, 


($8) YOU HAVE A BIG STAKE IN THIS MATTER. 


The best assurance any electric power consumer—re- 
gardless of by whom he is served—can have that his 
power bills will not climb to unreasonable levels, is for 
more than one firm to be in the business of genera ting 
electricity. Monopoly is not good for the people. There 
needs to be a guage whereby the reasonableness of now- 
er costs can be measured. In Alabama, the Alabama B- 
lectric Cooperative and its member power systems, pro- 
vide such a yardstick” through their “competi tion by 
example”. Really, this is the big reason why Alabama 
Electric is now drawing such intense opposition from 
the commercial power company in this state, This com- 
pany would like not hing better than to squeeze Alabama 
Blectric out of e cistence, and tighten its grip on a lu- 
erative moncnoly. Then, perhaps, it could increase its 
dividerd to i's absentee Wall Street owners to a level 
even above the 14!“ paid in 1960—at your expense!

"\.+T have asked each of you to follow a 
most careful and frugal policy with respect to 
commitments and expenditures...” 


That is the prudent and sensible statement of the 
President of the United States to his Cabinet officers 
and agency heads. It is a viewpoint with which few 
would disagree, no matter what political party claims 


their support, 


And yet, despite this, some agencies and depart. 
ments of the government (the Rural Electrification 
Administration is a glaring example) persist in con- 
tinued and even bigger spending. The Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration has announced a policy of 
expanded Joans for generating plants and super-trans- 
mission systems for the electric co-ops. One such has 
been announced for Alabama of over $20,000,000— 
that to the Alabama Electric Cooperative, to which 
‘Alabama Power Company has been supplying power 
for many years. ‘There is no question of the adequacy 
or quality of this power supply. There can be no 
question about the ability of Alabama Power Company 
to supply any additional power the co-op can need in 
the foreseeable future and, with income tax taken into 
consideration, with benefit to the government, 


To Become Alarmed 


The effect of this socialistic trend upon the electric 
utility industry should alarm citizens in every walk of 
life. There is no need for the federal government to 
install great generating units and transmission lines 
to serve present or future industries by cooperatives. 
Power is available now and for the foresecable future 
for all such purposes, at rates far below what the co-op 
‘would have to charge if it paid a realistic cost of its 
capital funds and paid taxes equivalent to those paid 
by investor-owned, tax-paying utilities. 


Some idea of how those who espouse socialization 
of the supply of electric power also manage to extend 
their goals into other areas of business is given by 
these examples; 


The Act creating the Rural Electrification Admin« 
istration, in addition to authorizing loans for the con- 
struction of electric lines and power plants, also 
authorizes, at the same 2% rate of interest, loans ‘for 
the purpose of financing the wiring of premises of 
persons in rural areas and the acquisition and installa- 
electrical and plumbing appliances and 
equipment.” 


Here is a further devious excursion of the govern- 
tment into fields far removed from the original REA 


policy of permitting such loans only for “farmsieaus 
and rural residences.” 


"And equipment” has now been extended by government-in-bust- | 
ness aavecates far beyond the obvious intent of Congress, to authorize : 


loans to rural electric cooperatives (at 2%, remember] such as: 


The co-ops should be réquited to pay the govern- 
ment an interest tate equivalent to that which the 
government must pay on its bonds, instead of a mere 
2% (only half as much as you expect to get on your 
Savings account), and the co-ops should be required 
to pay, or required to include in their costs the same 
federal and state income taxes that all other business 
and individuals must pay; and-not being so required, 
it is glaringly obvious that the proposed loan to the 
Alabama Electric Cooperative is not “in the public 


interest.” 


When a government agency, or a govetnmentally 
subsidized one such as the co-ops, operates an income- 
tax-free business, government revenues permanently 
are reduced. Thus the use of government funds to 
build unneeded electric generating plants and trans- 
mission facilities is not constructive, but is destructive.

President Kennedy also has wondered, it is reported, 
why business should feel that members of his admin- 
istration, are hostile to business, Could you want a 
stronger example than the loan policy of the Rural 
Electrification Administration, whose deliberations are 
conducted under a cloak of secrecy? 


We think it is time for citizens to speak out to 
their elected representatives in protest against such 
unnecessary government expenditures; against secrecy 
in matters where the taxpayer’s money is involved, 
against income tax favoritism, and against government 
loans at an interest rate lower than the government 
has to pay.
